WAOTINGTON (AP> - 
An 
amendment that would remove 
much of the p(ditical clout from 
labor 
unions 
by 
eliminating 
their tax-exempt status is pre- 
senting a major stumbling block 
to an early Senate vote this 
week on the tax reform bill. 


Managers of the bill, now in 
its third week of Senate debate, 
say a final vote can be held 
Tuesday or Wednesday. But the 
amendment, sponsored by Ari- 
zona Republican Sen. Paul Fan 
nin must be dealt with first, and 
a tough floor battle is expected 
over the politically charged is 
sue. 


Exempt Statos Out 


Fannin's proposal would deny 
tax-exempt status to unions and 
other organizations using mem- 
bers' dues and assessnvents to 
support or oppose political can- 
didates or parties. 


Fannin insists his amendment 
would hit tax-exempt business 
groups equally with unions, but 
he concedes his great concern is 
with labor.

They 
came from Midiigan, Minne­ 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois and 
Washington, D. C., and repre­ 
sented 19 agencies and organi­ 
zations. 


The tract was left to the 
Forest Service in the will of 
Gordon McCormick, who died 
Dec. 20, 1987. He was the grand­ 
son of Cyrus H. McCormick, 
inventor of the reaper. The 
tract, consisting of 12,710 acres 
in Idichlgamme Township in 
Marquette County and 4,954 
acres in Spurr Township in 
Baraga County, was acquired 
over the years by the McCor­ 
mick frii^ly. They erected a 
huge kxige on an Island ia 
White Dear Lake near the oaa- 
ter of the tract 


Gordon McCormick contin­ 
ued to maintain the lodge until 
his death, although he hadn't 
visited the property since 1948. 


Seeeni Grawth 


Moat of the tract is composed 
of second growth 
northern 
hardwoods, but a stand of large 
virgin white pine is growing in 
the YeUow Dog River valley 
in the northeastern part of the 
McCormick Forest. Except for 
the lodge and service buildings 
at White Deer Lake and a 
ttu^e-miie gravel road leading 
to them from the P e^kee 
Grade, the property is unde­ 


veloped. The tract contains 18 
lakes and several ttreams. 


McCormick’s will stipulated 
that the land should 
used 
**for research and other pur­ 
poses.** 


Reaeareli Aecepted 


The ad hoc committee accept« 
ed **the overriding role of re* 
search** in the management of 
the tract but did not qwcifjr 
what types of research should 
be 
undertaken. 
Possibilities 
ranged sll the way from re­ 
search on the impact of logging 
to studies of the psychological 
and social aspects of using 
wilderness areM. 


Committee meml>ers flavored 
formation of a program review 
committee to study research 
project proposals. 


In a summary of conclusions 
reached by the committee. Jay 
H. Cravens, Milwaukee, deputy 
ragional forester fbr the Fbrast 
Service, aauniented other areas 
of api^areat agreement among 
committee members: 


• That funds should be made 
available to tha tocal uaita of 
govemmant to cotnpamaia for

• That there is a need to 
develop **very carefully** rules 
and r^pilations for the use of 
the tract to protect the ra- 
sources, the users and the fu­ 
ture research possibilities in the 
area.

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Not Too Fast 


When Alfred E. France of Washington D.C., 
eo-«hainnan of the Upptr Great Lakes Rtgional 
Geimnission, was in Escanaba last week to talk 
to d e la te s at the quarterly meetfng of the Up- 
pdr Pminsiila Committae on Area Progress, he 
l^oke of a **new federalism” oonstructed around 
m **regiOfial’’ ooneept and of a five-year plan for 
cieating 50,000 new jobs in the Upper Great 
tiikes area. 


To create the jobs, he said, it will require 
aome $450 million in federal investment ana an­ 
other II billion from private industry. 


Assuming that the 50,000 jobs and the in­ 
vestment were divided equally among the 119 
oountiea in northern Michigan. Wisconsin and 
^Minnesota which are included in the Upper 
X*reat Lakes Commission’s sphere of influence, 
that would mean some $12.2 million would be 
needed to create about 420 Jobs in each of the 
119 counties. 


That makes the whole program sound a 
little bit more plausible, although there is still 
no guarantee that the Upper Great Lakes Com- 
mSssion will be able to pry the required |450 
knillion out of the federal treasury. A S12.2 mil- 
Hen investment of government and private 
funds over five yean ia not unrealistic. 


Hie Upper Great Lakee Regional Conunis- 
eion, like the federal commission on Appalachia» 
was created to help an area which is considered 
to be economically depressed. Its object is to 
increase jobs and income in the area and ini­ 
tially at least it has attempted to do this by 
providing special funding for community and 
area projects which might not otherwise have 
been completed. 


Special grants have been provided, for ex­ 
ample, for airport construction (Escanaba got 
$100,000), vocational education (Bay de Noc 
Community College got $60,000), public woiics 
(Nahma got $182,000 for a water supply), in­ 
dustrial parks, harbors and marinas, tourist 
parks, etc. In addition, the Cknnmisskm is un­ 
derwriting the cost of special demonstration 
projects designed to show local residents how 
they might get more mileage out of their re- 
aooreee. In the Upper Peninsula, for example. 
Tfinber, Inc., was created to demonstrate more 
efficient methods of wood harvest and market­ 
ing and the Northern Beef Enterprise project 
under direction of Michigan State University at 
Chatiiam will attempt to demonstrate more ef­ 
ficient beef growing practices. 


The idea behind these projects is that by 
providing new techniques and services (trained 
labor f(»ve tiirough vocational education pro­ 
grams, for example) and facilities (an indus­ 
trial park equipped with necessary utilities, etc.) 
that outside industry and business will find the 
area more attractive in which to locate, bring* 
ing more jobs. 


To date, tlM results have been rather limited 
aa far aa attracting new industry and there have 
been no dramatic breakthroughs, but there may 
be some truth to the assumption that Upper 
Great Lakes Regional Connnisskm support of 
the Eecanaba airport has increased the attrao- 
tivenesa of the KiBanaha Area for industry. 


Of course, theie la still much to be done. 
The Un;>er Feninaola, bosed in by lakes as 
It is and far enough from the industrial centers 
of the middle west to pote a transportation prob­ 
lem, will become inereaaingly more attractive to 
industry as the metropolitan centers become 
more crowded and polluted. With the work week 
teing shortened continuellyt the advantages of 
**instant recreation” enjoyM by residenta of 
the U. P. kK>k better end better to the city 
dwellers. 


The addition of tax credits for industries 
In the region as suggested by France also woukl 
hdp, if 0>ngress approvea. 


But before any aobetantial growth can 
eome to the area, more housing and better high­ 
ways are needed. Public utilities idso must have 
suf^cient capacity to handle greater demands 
in supply of water and power, for example, and 
also in control of effluent 


There is a delicate line to be drawn between 
devdopment of industry and business and the 
rape of the area’s irreplaeeable natural re­ 
sources. 


The Upper Great Lakes Regional Commis­ 
sion, if it gets federal money to do what it pro­ 
poses, can have a great impact on the Upper 
Peninsula and northern Great Lakes states. A 
total of 50,000 new jobs would be welcomed. 
But let’s not go so fast that it might take 20 
years or more to overcome the first five-year 
program. In 20 years, the resources of the area 
might be the most valuable asset anywhere in 
the nation.
